The  Joliet  Junior  College  Students  of  Social  Science  Club  sponsored  an  assembly  program  in  the 
junior  college  auditorium  in  observance  of  Brotherhood  Week  on  Wednesday  February  23,  1966.  The 
assembly  program  was  a  way  of  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  club  which  is  to  investigate  and  discuss 
social  customs  and  problems  relevant  to  the  local  community,  United  States  and  other  areas  of  the  world. 
The  Joliet  Junior  College  Swing  Band  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  Krause  provided  music  for 
the  program.  Rabbi  Morris  M.  Hershman  of  the  Joliet  Jewish  Congregation  and  Father  Joques  Epple, 
O.F.M.  who  is  Chaplain  at  Lewis  College  in  Lockport  were  the  guest  speakers.  They  spoke  on  the  "Im- 
plementation of  Brotherhood." 

Rabbi  Hershman  stated  that,  "We  must  come  to  a  realization  that  our  world  and  nations  are  made 
up  of  minorities  and  all  have  something  to  contribute.  Everyone  has  something  to  contribute  to  society." 
Father  Epple  brought  out  in  his  speech  that,  "The  problem  ecumenically  is  the  wall  that  divides  men  from 
women,  protestants  and  catholics.  Walls  have  been  built  around  peoples;  we're  trying  to  destroy  man-made 
walls."  Both  speakers   received  tremendous   ovations  from  the  students. 

A  coffee  session  was  held  with  the  speakers  in  the  junior  college  cafeteria  with  the  guest  speakers 
following  the  assembly  program  in  the  auditorium.  Some  students  and  faculty  members  discussed  and 
raised  questions  about  the  speakers'  presentations.  The  speakers  graciously  answered  questions  that  were 
raised  and  elaborated  on  points  of  interest  to  the  group. 

The  brotherhood  assembly  program  was  only  one  of  several  programs  sponsored  by  the 
Students  of  Social  Science  Club.  During  the  last  school  semester  the  club  heard  the  school  social 
worker  Mr.  Ronald  Elderkin  speak  on  "Juvenile  Delinquency,"  and  Mr.  Larry  Tomlinson  of  the  Junior 
College  Social  Science  Department  speak  on  the  topic  of  "Sex  in  American  Society."  Some  other  topics 
that  have  been  discussed  by  the  club  members  are  "The  Conflict  in  South  Viet  Nam"  and  "The  1964  and 
1965  Civil  Rights  Acts."
